The ministers of the various churches of 
the city had previously entered the church 
and otcupied seats to the right of the 
chancel. Following the Pickett camp 
came the honorary pallbearers as pre- 
viously published. Following them came 
the guard of honor, which had charge of 
the casket during the day, and next came 
the casket, borne by the actual pallbearers, 
J. B. Pollard, James E. Phillips, D. S&S. 
Redford, E. A. Catlin, T. W. Snydor, James 
W. Pegram, Edwin P. Cox and W. R. 
Waldron. 

Mother Close Behind the Casket. 

Mrs. Davis followed close behind the cas- 
ket, leaning on the arm of Colonel Archer 
Anderson. She walked with bowed head 
and very feebly, leaning heavily on her 
cane. Mrs. Hayes and other relatives and 
near friends followed, and immediately be- 
hind came about 300 veterans. The flower 


and flag-covered casket was placed on the 
pedestals in front of the chancel, and Mrs.

Antique Political Methods. 

Under the system in vogue in Connecti- 
cut, a minority of the republican voters 
can easily dictate the nominations for the 
party. This was exactly what happened 
in the’ recent state convention where Por- 
ter, with the indorsement of a large ma- 
jority of the people in the county conven- 
tions, found himself with a representa- 
tion of not one-third that of the man who 
had a minority of the people at his back. 
The machine man, Lounsbury, had but lit- 
tle more than one-half as many votes in 
the county conventions which sent dele- 
gates to the state convention as Porter 
had, and yet the machine was able to land 
its man, 

Each of ‘the towns of Connecticut stands 
on the same plané as each of the vuthers, 
so far as representation irf the legislature 
is concerned. The same system prevalis 
in the republican state conventions, and 
the result is that small towns that are al- 
most obsolete have just as much to say in 
party affairs as the large cities. The re- 


' publican machine is able to prevent a 


change in this condition of affairs because 
it is to the machine's interests to let the 
present system, easy of manipulation as it 
is, remain. Connecticut is a state where 
the machine has had absolute sway, but 
the people are getting tired of it. In tne 
presidential election the republicans were 
able to poll a big majority by raising the 
cry that’ democratic victory meant com- 
mercial ruin; but the people, from all ac- 
counts, are not being scared by that bug- 
aboo this year. On the contrary, they 
are more strongly disposed than they have 
been in years to take the reins in their 
own hands and smash the machine.

WOODFORD’S RESIGNATION. °. 


MINISTER TO SPAIN THROWS UP 
| HIS COMMISSION. 


Was Possible for the General To Have 
Returned to Madrid as United 
States Representative. 


Washington, September 23:—Following the 
custom in the case of a minister who has 
been obliged to leave his post by the break- 
ing out of hostilities, Stewart L. Woodford 
has filed his resignation as minister to 
Spain. It is belfeved that it will be six 
months before the United States has occa- 
sion to send a minister to Madrid again, 
and if Mr. Woodford’s resignation remains 
so long unacted upon his status will be 
merely nomina!, fer under the law his 
salary ceased after the expiration of sixty 
days from the date he left his post, with 
the addition of a sufficient period of time, 
to enable him to return to the United 
States. 

It might have been possible for General 
Woodford to. have returned to Madrid in 
the capacity of United States minister, but 
this only would have ‘been the case if the 
Spanish government seen fit to make a re- 
quest to that effect. Otherwise, it is cus- 
tomary for political reasons to send a new 
minister to avoid the revival of bitter feel- 
ings and to restore harmonic relations be- 
tween the two governments lately at wag 

Should tNe United States government, in 
disregard of this conventional usage, per- 
sist in returning General Woodford to Mad- 
rid, it woud find itself obliged to receive 
Senor Bernabe, late Spanish minister to 
Washington, whose course in establishing 
a system of espionage in Canada during the 
war rendered him in some degree unpopu- 
lar in the United States, 


Few Ambassadors in Washington. 

Washington, September 23.—With the de- 
parture of M. Cambon, the ambassadors 
of France, Germany and Italy will be 
abroad, leaving only Great Britain and 
Russia with their ambassadors in Washing- 
ton, 

This exodus toward Europe at the time 
of the meeting of the peace commissfon at 
Paris has given rise to reports that there 
wes some significance in the trips, although 
it is said at the several embassies that no 


political considerations are involved.

Nearly @ Thousand Lives Lost in 
the West Indian Hurricane 


TOWNS ARE SWEPT AWAY 


Nine Villages Were Wholly Wiped Out by 
Wind and Rain, 


THOUSANDS OF HOUSES DESTROYED 


The Storm Was More Disastrous 
Than the First Report Indicated 
and Every Island of the 
Group Was Sorely 
Injured. 


Kingston, Jamaica, September 23.—Mail 
advices which reached here today brought 
melancholy relief to the suspense expert 
enced regarding the full extent of the 
hurricane disaster at the islands of St. 
Vincent, St. Lucia and Barbadoes, show- 
ing that the first accounts were not exag- 
gerated. At St. Vincent about 800 lives 
have been lost, not counting the loss of 
life suffered through the destruction of 
shipping. The coast is strewn with the 
wrecks of vessels, many of which were 
from Barbadoes. 

The storm raged from 10 o’clock in the 


morning (Sunday, September I1lth,) until 2 | 


o’clock.in the afternoon, completely wreck- 
ing the island. 

At the capital, Kingston, fully 200 houses 
were demolished, while the suburbs, Cox- 
heath and Montebello, were obliterated. 
Among the principal buildings destroyed 


~*are the Anglican and Catholic churches, 
» the fine new hospital and Fort Charlotte. 


All the other public buildings were more 
the 
mountains swept much of the ruins in the 

Sea, as well as several dead and ‘injured 
persons. 

Throughout the island the destruction 
Was on a wholesale scale, nearly all the 
estates and buildings being. razed and cul- 
tivation being obliterated.

No approximate estimate of the pecuniary 
(damage done has been reached, but the 
island is practically ruined. 

St. Lucia suffered mostly from rain and 
landslides, the deluge lasting ten hours. 
Cul de Sac and Rousseu valleys, the centers 
of the cane and cocoa cultivation, were 
converted into lakes and partly filled with 
debris from the mountains, which ruined 
the crops, while many plantations else- 


’ where were wrecked. Serious damage was 


sustained especially at Mornetabao, which 


' precipitated an avalanche three miles long, 


covering the valley to the width of a mile 
and overwhelming Ruby and a couple of 
other estates. Similar avalanches partly 


destroyed the Diamond, Pearl and San 


Jacques plantations. The city of Castries 
suffered somewhat, chiefly from a tidal 
wave, which swept over half the town 
and wrecked a portion of Bay _ street. 
Thirteen lives were lost. The full extent of 
the damage has not been computed, but it 
is incomparably less than at St. Vincent. 
The hurricane struck the island of Bar- 
badoes on the night of the i0th, completely 
wrecking the flat, exposed plants and 
Sweeping away 10,000 houses, while dam- 
aging thousands more. This left three- 
quarters of the inhabitants homeless. Over 
100 people were killed, so far as known. 
The city of Bridgetown was partially de- 
stroyed, and the suburbs at St. Micnrael 
and Belleville were entirely demolished. 
All the shipping was wrecked or blown out 
to sea. In the country the desolation is 
awful, owing to the destruction of the 
provision grounds on which the population 
depended. While all the parishes suffered, 
the greatest distress is in St. Michael, 
Christ Church and St. Philip. All the sugar 
estates are damaged, and many of them 
are completely wrecked. But, while the 
cultivation of cane has suffered consider- 


ably, the cane ‘thas not yet been totally 


ruined as at first reported, the damage 
mot exceeding one-fifth of the cane. The 
total estimated damage, besides the loss 
from the cane cropand provisions, is 
about $1,500,000 at Barbadoes. 

Among the incidents at Barbardos was 
the miraculous escape of Governor Hay 
and his son from a buikiing which col- 
lapsed, burying them in the ruins. They 
escaped with insignificant bruises.

Loaders Pear Defeat of Their Ticket i 
Keystone State. | 


APPEAL MADE TO M’KINLEY 


Senator Quay Stands a Good Chance 
of Leaving the Senate. 


THE PARTY IS VERY BADLY SPLIT 


Congressman Stone, Who Was Defeated 
for Nomination, Begged To Sup- 
port Bill Stone, Nominee.

Washington, September 2.—(Special.)— 
The republican leadezs of Pennsylvania are 
in deep concern over the possible defeat of 
their state ticket and the certainty that if 
that defeat comes, the legislature will send 
a democratic senator to succeed Matt 
Quay. 

This fear is genuine. It is not mere news- 
paper talk, but it comes from men high 
in the Quay councils. The ‘“‘little old man’”’ 
is, they say, in greater danger of defeat 
than he has ever before been, and unless 
there is a decided change in the trend of 
political events before the votes are cast, 
the defeat of Stone, the candidate for gov- 
ernor, is certain and that will carry with 
it the defeat of Quay. 

The President Appealed To. 


So great is the alarm felt by Quay and. 


his friends that the president has been ap- 
pealed to, Congressman C. W. Stone, who 
was an unsuccessful aspirant for the re- 
publican nomination, which went to Quay’s 
man, “Bill” Stone, was here yesterday and 
spent some time at the white house. He 
came ostensibly to see to the mustering 
out of some Pennsylvania regiment, but it 
leaks out that the real reason for his visit 
was an invitation of the president, sent 
at the request of the republican campaign 
managers. 

Stone was appealed to in behalf of Quay. 
The necessity of a republican victory ‘“‘fér 
the sake of the party’’ was pointed out to 
him and he was urged to use all his efforts 
to prevent such a catastrophe as the de- 
feat of the ticket. McKinley does not like 
Quay, but he likes himself and does not 
want Pennsylvania, so stanchly republican, 
to be in doubt in 1900. As for the delegation 
from that state in the republican national 
convention, Quay has assured him that 
it will be all right, and he has faith in 
Quay’s promises. He is chary of the polit- 
ical ability of the reform element. 

Is Jenks To Come Down?P 

Congressman Stone did not give a very 
comforting report of the conditions pre- 
vailing in the state. He told the president 
very frankly that the revolt against the 
Quay machine is of a character that neith- 
er he nor any other man could hope to Alo 
much with it. Of course he would vote the 
ticket, for he was a republican, but he told 
of large elements in the party that will 
not vote it. 

In the course of his talk one of the great 
dangers to the republican ticket was point- 
ed out, That is the retirement from the 
race of the democratic candidate in the 
interests of Swallow, the anti-Quay candi- 
date. This, he declared, was a possibility, 
and from other sources I have learned 
that something of the kind may material- 
ize. 

Swallow is a prohibitionist, but prohibi- 
tion is cutting no figure in this fight. This 
man who has been for years waging war 
on Quay is not popular nor attractive, but 
he has a platform which has made a hit 
with the people of Pennsylvania. It is 
short but means a lot, “Thou shalt not 
steal,”” is the Swallow platform, and while 
the democratic platform means exactly the 
game thing, Swallow and his followers have 
succeeded in making the people of the 
state feel that he represents that sentiment 
to a peculiar degree, and the republicans in 
many parts of the state are flocking to his 
standard in large numbers. 

Did Quay Nominate Jenks? 

A prominent business man of Philadel- 
phia, a republican leader, who was for 
two terms in congress, illustrated the feel- 
ing among the business elements last night. 
He told of a dinner at one of tho strung 
republican clubs of Philadelphia, at which 
ten prominent business men sat. All were 
republicans, but nine declared themselves 
against Quay and stated with great posi- 
tiveness that they were going to vote for 
Swallow. 

Of course this scheme to pull down 
Jenks in favor of Swallow may not work. 
At the time of the former's nomization over 
Judge Gordon it was onenly charged that 
Quay dictated the nomination and it may 
be that he can keep Jenks in the race. If 
he does, there is some hope for republican 
Victory. If, however, the democrats, in the 
interest of good. government and inspired 
by the desfre to throw out the repyblican 
thieves and robbers who do business under 
Quay’s leadership, pull in harness with the 
great mass of disgusted republicans who 
are going to vote for Swallow, there seems 
an excellent chance of a political revolution 
in the Keystone State beyond anything ever 
experienced over there. Just now the 
chances seem good. Of course Quay is a 
great politician and he may yet save him- 
self. His politica] life is the issue and any 
man will put up a stiff fight for his life.

~ ON CHINESE THRONE 


Dowager Empress Has Sorvived Three 


‘Dynasties Already. 
HAS. RULED EMPIRE BEFORE 


Present Emperor Has Been in Power 
Twenty-Four Years. | 


WAS A CHILD WHEN HE ASCENDED 


————— 


Full Text of the Imperial Edict Chang- 
ing the Reigning Power Is Ca- 
| bled to Washington. 


Washington, September 23.—The Chinese 
minister, Mr. Wu Ting Fang, today re- 
ceived a cable dispatch from the Chinese 
foreign office at Peking giving the text 
of the edict issued by the emperor yes- 
terday in which, owing to the critical condi- 
tien of Chinese affairs, he calis back to 
power .the empress dowager and commits 
to her hands the direction of the vast 
affairs of the empire. The edict, freely 
translated from the cipher cable, is as 
follows: 

“Now that China is. disturbed, and there 


is need that all business shall be done well, 
we the emperor, agitated from morning 


and fearful lest errorg may occur, observ- 
ing from the beginning of the reign of 
Tung Chi, that the empress dowager has 
twice given instructions to the emperor 
each time with signal ability and success, 
50 we now, considering the important in- 
terest of the empire, dave begged the em- 
press dowager te give to the emperor the 
benefit of her ripe experience and her in- 
struction. The dowager empress has been 
pleased to accede to this request. There- 
tore, it is to be the good fortune of the 
whole empire .that this auspicious event 
is brought about. From today the em- 
press dowager conducts the business in 
the imperial apattments, and on the 8th 
day of the present month (Chinese calendar, 
méaning today English calendar) we will 
take all the princes-and ministers to per- 
form the ceremony in the Chin-Chung pal- 
ace. Let the yamen (foreign office) prepare 
that the ceremony may be performed with 
fitting honors.” 


Chinese Minister Talks. 


The Chinese minister was seen at the

serious foreign problems were presented. 
It was quite natural, he said, that the 
dowager empress should be called to the 
aid of the emperor, owing to dynastic rea- 
sons. ; 

The present dowager has survived three 
dynasties, beginning with that of Emperor 
Hsien Fung. She was the second wife of 
the emperor and bore him a son, Tung 
Chi, whe, on the death of his father, be- 
came emperor, The latter was an infant 
ruler and the mother, then and now dow- 
ager empress, directed for him the vast af- 
fairs of the empire.’ On his death without 
issue the dowager elected her nephew, 
Kwang Hsu, to become emperor, and his 
reign is now in progress. He was a child 
when he took’ the ‘thtone, twenty-four 
years ago, and’pp to,nine years ago the 
dowager directed affairs for him, acting 
much as the queén: regent of Spain acts 
for the boy king It is this dowager em- 
press who is row ‘recalled to the active 
assistance of the emperor. 

This, the Chinese’ minister points out, is 
a natural move toward the’ strengthening 
of the hands of the emperor, giving him 
that same aid which the dowager empress 
gave while the émperor and his predeces- 
sor were infant rulers. 


Will Not Benefit Russia. 
Concerning the réport that the empress’s 
. return to power was a coup d’5Setat favora- 
ble to Russia, the minister does not con- 
sider the move favorable to any power as 
against any other. Its effect, he says, 
will be toward strict impartiality in 
China’s treatments Of Russia, Great Bri- 
tain, Germany, France and the United 
States, Japan and the whole world at 
large.

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“COMING HOME 


‘Departure from Knoxville Marked by 
“ a Tragedy. 


PATE WAS SHOT BY BRYANT 


The Tragedy Is Believed To Have Been 
an Accident. 


CAMP BREAKS UP AT 10 O'CLOCK A. M. 


Colonel Lawtop Talks About the Regi- 
ment and Its Future—Is Willing 
for Any Fate That Comes. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 23.—(Special.) 
The First Georgia regiment has left Camp 
Poland. é 

Its departure was characterized by an 
accident, which caused every Georgia boy 
to enter upon his return homeward with 
a sad heart. 

Private E. A. Pate, company A, was ac- 
cidentally and -fatally shot by Private W., 
O. Bryant a. few minutes before the first 
‘section of the regimental train pulled out 
from Camp Poland. 

“He didn’t mean to do it; it was an 
accident,” were the words uttered by Pate 
as he fell to the ground with a 48-caliber 
bullet hole through his body. 

How the Tragedy Happened. 

The men were about to form, prepara- 
tory to moving to the railroad station, 
when the rifle of Bryant was accidentally 
discharged, he having raised his hand to 
speak to a young lady passing near by. 
As Pate fell he was caught by comrades, 
and Major Kendall, a division surgeon, at- 
tended him. He was removed to the 
division hospital, where he is now lingering 
between life and death. He is not expected 
to live twenty-four hours. 

Private Bryant surrenderedi to Major 
Wooten, and stated that it was an acci- 
dent. He wag placed under arrest, and is 
on the train en route to Macon, where he 
will *probably be courtmartialed. 

Pate and Bryant were good friends, and 
the former was ome of the most highly 
respected men in the regiment. His home 
was at Arabi, Ga. Bryant enlisted from 
Colomokee, Ga. 

The Breaking of Camp. 

The First Georgia broke camp this morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. The striking of the tents 
was witnessed by several hundred friends 
of the Georgia boys, who had assembled 
to tender them a fond farewell.

Colonel Lawton Talks. 

Colonel Lawton was seen by The Consti- 
tution’s representative and was asked if 
he believed the men wanted to be mustered 
out. He replied that it would take a su- 
preme being to tell the exact sentiment of 
the men, for they were very much divided. 
‘He had himself never investigated, be- 
cause he was under orders. He was ready 


to go to the front, or he was ready to} 


stay in camp, or he was ready to remain 
in the volunteer army indefinitely, what- 
ever might be the order of his superiors. 
He felt that he voiced the sentiment of 
every man in his command in that state- 
ment. He said he had never asked to be 
mustered out, nor had any man in his regi- 
ment used any pull or influence to secure 
that end, so far as he knew. They were 
all patriots. Colonel Lawton further stated 
that General McKee had jnformed him 
Secretary Alger had said there was no pos- 
sible chance for the First Georgia to be 
mustered out in the canvass of the volun- 
teer regiments deserving of a release from 
service. 

Colonel Lawton himself would not object 
to remaining, and he believes he has a 
host of men who Would stay with him. The 
regiment is being moved over the Southern 
railway. 

Will Be in Macon Today. 

Colonel Lawton anticipated arriving in 
Macon tomorrow morning, where he will 
likely remain from three to ten days. The 
First Georgia was, without doubt, the most 
popular regiment at Camp Poland, and its 
departure has. taken considerable of the 
military enthusiasm out of the community. 
It was the only distinctively southern regi- 
ment in the camp save the Fourth Ten- 
nessee. |

Blacksmith Who Speaks the Languages 
Like Elihu Burritt. 


A VISIT TO HIS LITTIE SHOP 


O’Brien Is His Name and He Slings 
the Hammer Well. 


FIRST ISSUE OF DR. GIBSON’S PAPER 


How the Ex-Clergyman Worked Him- 
self Out of a Difficulty—Captain 
Prior’s New Scheme. 


Rome, Ga., September 23.—(Spevcial.)— 
Rome boasts a learned blacksmith. In a 
smoke-begrimed little shop on East First 
Street a big man stands at his forge all 
day, the firelight falling on his brawny 
arms and great chest’ bared to the heat. 
Yet this man is perhaps one of the best 
classical scholars in Rome, if not in Geor- 
gia. Ira T. O’Brien is his name, and he 
is not only master of the ten-pound ham- 
mer he wields with such ease, but he 
can converse in seven languages. He is 
one. of the few men who can translate 
Latin to English and vice versa as rapidly 
as he can write and he does it with mar- 
velous accuracy. He speaks Greek, Ger- 
man, French, Spanish, Italian and has a 
good knowledge of other languages. O’ Brien 
is of. gigantic stature and prodigious 
strength, developed in his work. It has 
been a great mystery to many why a man 
of his unquestioned learning and talents 
should be content co serve in the humble 
role of a blacksmith. He is quiet and un- 
assuming and makes no attempt to display 
his accomplishments. He is a graduate of 
several colleges. He is married and has 
several children and seems content with 
life. 
Thomas J. Gibson’s Task. 

The first issue of Mr Thomas J. Gibson's 
agricultural paper, The Piedmont Farmer, 
was issued last week. It is in pamphlet 
form and contains sixteen interesting 
pages. Mr. Gibson tells an interesting sto- 
ry of how he got out the paper. 

“T not only wrote every line in it except 
two communications, but I set every line 
of the type. The only three printers in 
town availabie managed to get on a tear 
at the same time.

I had issued my prospectus and it would 
not do for me to fail of my promises to 
the public on the jump, so I pulled off my 
coat and sailed in. It had been .twenty 
years since I ‘stuck’ any type and it came 
a little awkwardly at first. I soon got 
my hand in, however, and at the last cou:d 
set four galleys of pica type a day.” 

Mr. Gibson is a practical printer and in 
his younger days was one of the swiftest 
compositors in the state. For the first 
issue of his paper he solicited the adver- 
tising, wrote the matter, set it up and did 
nearly al) the other work. 


Captain Prior’s Plan. 

Captain John T. Prior, of Prior’s Station, 
has a scheme to raise the Cristobal Colon, 
which he has submitted to the government, 
and it is considering his proposition. Cap- 
tain Prior has never seen a ship, but his 
plan is said to be eminently feasible.

Ga., Septemoer 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The populists are concentrating their 
utmost efforts to keep Baldwin county on 
their lists. Their “heavyweights” are all 
booked to assembie here on the 29th of 
September, and deliver speechs and use 
every conceivable method to win. And the 
fight is going to be close. 

The registration books show that more 
voters have registered than for years, and 
the negroes ‘have a majority of 150. If out-

American Commission Wants To Help 
the Needy in Cuba. 

Havana, Seprember 23.—The British ron- 
Sul last night paid a long visit to the 
American military commission at Trocha 
hotel. He conversed at length with Gen- 
eral Wade and Gereéral Butler and Rear 
Admira] Sampson. 

The American commissioners, in view of 
the great number of American citizens jn 
the island who require aid, and having no 
American consul here to distribute relief, 
have, according to the report, asked the 
Washington government for a_e special 
agent to attend to these urgeft require- 
ments. 

According to the information received 
the commissioners have advised the govern- 
ment that it will be very dangerous to 
bring to Hav&na troops to be housed in 
the existing barracks, as they have be- 
pome infected by overcrowding by sick 
Spanish svuldiers, and because of the bad 
sanitary condition of the whole town. It 
is therefore proposed that frame barracks, 
ready to be put together, shall be shipped 
from the United States before the Amert- 
can troops are brought here.

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LAWTON REPORTS FIVE DEATHS 


Sickness Among American Troops at 


Santiago Decreasing. 

Washington, September 23.—In ‘his report 
of the health conditions of the American 
troops at Santiago made to the war de- 
partment tonight General Lawton chroni- 
cles the death of five men. The indica- 
tions are that the sickness among the 
troops is decreasing, although 1,002 of the 
men are still reported ill. General Lawton’s 


dispatch follows: 

“Santiago, September 23.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Washington, D. C.—Sick, 1,002; fever, 
715; new cases, 100; returned to duty, 153.

IT WORRIES THEM. 


Birmingham Money Lenders Aghast 
at Action of Negroes. 
From The Birmingham Ledger. 

The money lenders in Birmingham are 
way up in the air just at present and the 
bankruptcy law is the sole cause for this 
aerial engagement. 

There are thousands of dollars loaned 
every month by these men to negroes and 
the poorer class of laborers at heavy month- 
ly interest on practically no collateral. In 
these cases waive notes are taken. 

As soon as the bankruptcy law went into 
effect a number of lawyers went to work 
and gathered a lot of these cases for small 
fees. Where a man owed $8 he would prob- 
ably pay a lawyer from $5 to $10, plead the 
bankruptcy act and lead the game by about 
$4. The same thing applies in many in- 
stances to furniture bought on a credit. 
There are hundreds of negroes who are 
taking this law and freeing themselves of 
all former obligations, and this is what is 
worrying the money lenders. | 

The money lenders acknowledge that this 
action of the negroes is losing considerable 
money oor See. but they say they are go- 


ee 


ing to try and figure out some way to béat 
taese debt cancelers out in the long run, 

in this connéction one prominent money 
lender said this morning, when questioned 
by a Ledger reporter: “This thing is giv- 
ing us trouble, we admit, and if it sticks 
there are some of us it will break world 
without end. We, for our part, have out 
a large amount of muney without collate- 
ral and the only way we can manage to 
collect it is from galaries and wages. In 
this case, if we cannot beat the law, we 
lose. But," he continued, “we are going to 
contest every case on the ground that these 
people never had anything when we loaned 
them the money. They never had anything 
to lose, were broke then and@ we claim they 
have no right to take a law for benefit of 
something they never had.’’ 

Information from the same source re- 
vealed the fact that while these men are 
zoing to contest certain cases, they are not 


ietting out money any more without a cer- 
‘ain amount of collateral.

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Wilkinson, the Silent. 

Mr. Wilkinson, the candidate for con- 
gress in the eleventh district, seems to 
be having a particularly hard time. He 
‘is one of those characters who consider 
themselves to be too good to be demo- 
crats. He once claimed to be a demo- 
crat, but that was because democracy 


was the fashion of his neighborhood. 


He continued to be a democrat for some 
time without knowing the true na- 
ture of democracy. When Cleveland 
came into office, Mr. Wilkinson accept- 
ed him as the essence of democracy. 
Here was something he could see. As 
Bill Sterrett used to say, here was some- 
‘thing you could walk arpund and ex- 
amine with your opera glasses, and the 


more you examined it, the harder and 


colder it became. 

The result of his examinations and 
contemplations was that he mistook 
Clevelandism for democracy, and this 
mistake, by a curious combination of 
circumstances, has placed him at the 
head of a negro coalition which threat- 
“ens' to degrade and disgrace the white 
people of his district. 

As late as August of last year, Mr. 
Wilkinson had not recovered from his 
worship of Clevelandism. In a letter 
written then he declared that “the ob- 
ject, the one burning desire of the Chi- 
cago convention was the humiliation of 
Mr. Cleveland.” And in the midst of 
the panic of 1893, who saved the country 
but “that brave and honest man, Grover 
Cleveland ?’’ 

We mention Mr. Jim Wilkinson’s af-

open mouth and ears, enjoy the sensa- 


tics. Mr. ‘Martin has openly and above- 
board pledged himself that he will ad- 
here to the very letter of the agreement, 
and that he will swerve from it for 
neither the one side nor the other. If Mr. 
Woodward were equally frank, this 
question would not be an issue now, 
and all that the people would have to do 
on election day would be to vote ac- 
cording to personal predilection. 

Unfortunately, however, Mr. Wood- 
ward refuses tp say the word which 
would make our present liquor regula- 
tions safe for the next two years. More 
than that, his position now taken would 
justify him in saying that he had the 
right to change the whole law, for he 
had never pledged himself to its future 
maintenance. In his latest interview, 
Mr. Woodward says it was upon his mo- 
tion ten years ago that the closing hour 
was fixed at 10 o'clock instead of 11, 
and claims that on this record he should 
be trusted. Why does he not satisfy 
the people as to what he meant by his 
nearer fecord of ten months ago, when 
he sought to “split things wide open” 
by making the closing hour 11 o'clock? 
If he did well ten years ago, why did he 
falter in doing well ten months ago? 

The fact of the matter is, and we say 
it with all respect, Mr. Woodward has 
been floundering around at an alarming 
rate. ‘Where he stands on this question, 
no man knows. Atlanta cannot afford, 
at this time, to invite a repetition of the 
disastrous scenes of the past, and the 
good citizens will see to it at the ballot 
box that no march is to be stolen upon 
an unsuspecting community. 

Mr. Martin says that if he is elected 
mayor the whole power of the office will 
be used for the maintenance and en- 
forcement of the law, just as it stands 
today. ‘Will Mr. Woodward remove unt- 
certainty by giving straightout assur- 
ance of the same kind? 

To be specific, Mr. Woodward, as al- 
derman you voted for 11 o’clock as the 
closing hour for 1898.

Questioned in regard to the attitude 
of the Turks toward the United States 
since the recent unpleasantness with 
Spain, Professor Angeil observes in the 
interview from which we quote, that 
the Turks entertain the best of good 
will toward the United States. He says 
that they were both surprised and de- 
lighted with the result of the war; sur- 
prised ‘because they little suspected the 
prowess of the Americans, and delight- 
ed because they heartily detested the 
Spaniards. He says that the Turks 
have never liked the Spaniards since 
the time when the latter drove the Moors 
out of Granada in the fifteenth century. 
With respect to the status of affairs 
in Turkey at the present time, Profes-’ 
sor Angell states that signs of prosperity 
are to be witnessed on every hand, and 
that the army, which is officered by 
Germans, is in splendid eondition and 
equipment. He does not speak so well 
for the navy. He says that the navy 
is made up of antiquated boats of rude 
mechanism, and that the entire layout 
could he easily destroyed by any one of 
ofr modern battleships.

the opinion that if the sultan is ever 
brought to terms, it must be accom- 
plished by dispatching battleships to the 
Dardanelles, thug intimidating him in- 
to submission. He says that the shrewd- 
ness of the sultan is such that he will 
never yield any point until he finds him- 
self obliged to do so. He says that 
the sultan is perfectly well aware of the 
fact that he cannot successfully oppose 
the power of combined Burope, but that 
he knows that the equilibrium which 
exists between the states of Europe is 
80 delicately adjusted that they cannot 
proceed in concert against him, and that 
such knowledge, more than the abso- 
luteism which is born of bis religious 
power, explains the defiant manner in 
which he has dealt with FEurape. But 
while he has thus played with Europe, 
Professor Angell states that the United 
States is not troubled with the necesgi- 
ty of maintaining any equliibrium, and 
that what she ought to do is to dispatch 
one or two battleships to the neighbor- 
hood of Constantinople with instruc- 
tions to rattle the windows of that cap- 
ital. He believes that this plan of pro- 
cedure will likely enough bring the 
sultan to terms. 

If the claims which the United States 
holds against Turkey cannot be collect- 
ed in.any other way, then the advice of 
Professor Angell ought to be adopted. 
If we intend to live up to the prestige 
which we have gained in the late war 
with Spain. we must not allow the sul- 
tan to browbeat us. 
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The American Navy. 

‘ As the result of the recent war witb 
Spain, our navy has already commenced 
to experience tthe forces of develop- 
ment which are destined within the next 
few years to make it one of the most 
powerful aggregations of destructive 
war machinery on the globe. When 
the vessels which are now under con- 
struction are finished, our navy will in- 
clude eleven battleships, twenty-four 
cruisers, fifteen gunboats, sixteen torpe- 
do boats and torpedo boat destroyers and 
five coast defense vessels. If the Ma- 
ria Teresa and the Cristobal Colon are 
both recovered, we will have thirteen 
battleships. We may not be so fortu- 
nate as to recover the Cristobal Colon, 
but we are sure of the Maria Teresa. 

Of course the rough inventory which 
we have above given is only a nucleus 
around which the future American nevy 
will be built. We have no reason to 
be ashamed of the prowess which this 
nucleus has achieved: but within the 
next few years we will be in condition 
to dispute with Great Britain for the 
empire of the seas.

races is not often witnessed in Atlanta. 

In each case the exercises attendant 
upon the raising of the flag consisted of 
the rendition of national airs and the de- 
livery of fervid apostrophes to the sa- 
cred emblem of liberty. For this pur- 
pose the best talent among the public 
school children was selected, and there 
was nothing to mar the symmetry and 
beauty of the exercises. In addition 
to the. public school children themselves 
there were also hundreds of others 
present to witness the impressive spec- 
tacle of the raising of the flag. 

Every citizen of Atlanta who has the 
welfare of the community at heart must 
commend the display of patriotism ex- 
hibited yesterday in the raising of the 
flag over the public school buildings. 
There is no better place in which to im- 
part the lessons of patriotism than in 
the schoolroom, which is the truest nur- 
sery of the citizen. Along with the 
elementary principles of instruction 
there should here be taught the lesson 
of fidelity to the flag of the nation; and 
if the seeds of patriotism are thus sown 
in the minds of the youth of the coun- 
try, there will be no occasion to despair 
of the republic. Too deeply will its 
strength be rooted in the allegiance of 
loyal hearts for its security ever to be 
threatened either by foes from within 
or by enemies from without. 

There is something peculiarly oppor- 
tune in the fact that this long-deferred 
exhibition of patriotism has material- 
ized just at this time when fresh glory 
has been imparted to the folds of the 
flag by the recent achievements of our 
soldiers and seamen, and when the spir- 
it of Americanism has been given such 
gallant illustration, both in camp. and 
in conflict. When the air is so full of 
the aroma of brave deeds and noble sac- 
rifices there will be no difficulty in im- 
pressing upon the minds of the public 
school children of the country the les- 
son of natriotism which abides in the 
folds of the flag. 

Long may the beautiful ensign of the 
nation which floats over the public 
school buildings of Atlanta inspire the 
hearts of her embryo citizens to lives of 
usefulness and of patriotism.

While the quarantine convention held in 
Mobile last spring disappointed expecta- 
tions in not declaring for some system of 
national quarantine, it did one good thing— 
it arranged for a subsequent conference in 
Atlanta of the health officers of the south 
Atlantic and gulf states to draw up rules 
and reguiations as to the transportation 
of freight in the event of quarantine. The 
south had suffered so much from the inter- 
ruption of business the previous fall that 
it was desired to avoid this misfortune 
a second time, especially in view of the 
fact that sanitary progress has made so 
great an advance of jate that there is no 
difficulty or danger in carrying on trade 
with a country where a contagious disease 
exists, if only the necessary precautions 
in the matter of disinfection are observed. 
Thus the outbreak of the plague in Ham- 
burg and Italy some years ago djd not in 
the slightest degree interrupt commerce, 
nor were any evil effects felt from this 
communication, because sensible sanitary 
and disinfecting precautions were taken. 

The Atlanta conference reached a unani- 
mous conclusion on this subject, and pro- 
mulgated a number of rules and regula- 
tions, known as the Atlanta convention, 
to which all the southern states bound 
themselves. The most important of these 
rules were those bearing upon the trans- 
portation of freight from a city which 
has been quarantined against. All freight 
was, divided into four classes. The first 
class, including all dry articles, was de- 
clared safe and transportable anywhere 
without any conditions whatever; class 2 
required a mere outward disinfection, class 
3 a complete disinfection, while class 4, 
including only bedding and household 
goods, was regarded as dangerous and not 
to be transported, whether disinfected or 
not, 

As the United States marine hospital ser- 
vice was established the necessary disin- 
fecting apparatus at the several railroad 
depots in this city, and has given the nec- 
essary notices to the beards of health of 
the neighboring states, there ig now noth- 
ing to prevent the shipment from New 
Orleans to any part of the south. whether 
it has quarantined against this city or not, 
of any article save only bedding and house- 
hold effects. The bar to commerce estab- 
lished by the quarantine is thus lowered 
under the wise sanitary regulations of the 
Atlanta convention. This is & move, and 
an important one, in the way of preventing 
quarantine from demoralizing business. 
We can appreciate the improvement and 
the return to common sense after the chaos 
of last year.

San Francisco, September 23.—An Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, writing from 
Manila under date of August 30th, says: 

“The work of setting the wheels of busi- 
mess in the harbor of Manila in motion has 
been entrusted to Captain Henry Glags, of 
the United States steamship Charleston. 
Qne of his first duties was that of taking 
an inventory of all uhe shipping that fell 
into Admiral Vewey’s hands on the l4th 
instant. This includes everything afloat, 
either on the bay or river, which means a

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| RICHARD MALCOLM JOHNSTON. 
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Novelist arid Lecturer Passes Away in 
Baltimore. 

Baltimore, Md., September 23.—(Special.) 
Richard Malceim Johnston, the famous 
southern novelist and lecturer, who has 
been in a precarious condition for some 
months in this city, died this morning. 

On the Sth of March, 182%, Richard Mal- 
colm Joéinston, who has distinguished him- 
self- in southern literature as none other 
ef his confreres, Was born on the ancesita/ 
estaie near Powellton, Ga. 

He tested the IMmits of the educational 
facilities by which he was surrounded and 
having resolved to devote his career to 
letters, entercd Mercer university, at that 
time located at Pennfield, in 1841. He was 
a member of the first class formed at the 
institution and graduated with the best 
records in all studies. He diligently 
studied law for twelve months and@ began 
to practice in 1843. The esteem and confi- 
dence with which Mr. Johnston was re- 
garded even at that time is shown by the 
fact that in 1857 three important offers 
were made to him. One was the judgeship 
of the northern judicial circuit, another 
was the presidency of Mercer university,

and the third, which he accepted, was the 
chair of belles lettres in the State univer- 
sity. On the declaration of hostilities be- 
tween the sections he resigned his post at 
Athens and opened up the Rockby school 
for boys on his estate near Sparta, Han- 
eock county. All during the war his school 
was in operation. He taught about forty 
scholars and graduated some of the most 
distinguished men who have since figured 
in the history of Georgia and other south- 
ern states. 

With the close of the four years’ strife 
he resolved on a broader field, and moving 
to a site about two miles distant from 
Baltimore, Md., opened the since famous 
Penn Lucy boys’ school. Sidney Lanier, 
another sweet singer of this state, was for 
some time connected with Johnston in this 
venture, and during this period the life- 
time friendship of these two men was ce- 
mented. The school had been named in 
memory of his daughter, Lucy Davenport, 
whom he had buried just before leaving 
Georgia. 

Not until he was fifty years old, but 
while still in the very prime of life ment- 
ally and physically, did Mr. Johnston begin 
what was to prove his life work by which 
he should be lovingly remembered by hun- 
dreds of southern and northern people. La- 
nier was the man who discovered the latent 
genius in Johnston, and who would not 
let him rest until he had consented to 
publish some of his earlier stories. From 
the suceess of these Mr. Johnston was in- 
duced to greater works, and giving up 
teaching altogether, in a few years began 
to devote his whole time to literature and 
lectures to the classes at Notre Dame and 
the- John Hopkins universities of Balti- 
mere. Since first beginning his aetive. lit- 
erary work he has written over one hun- 
dred stories, the ‘arger portion of which 
hava been published in book form and 
which have found their way to the library 
shelves. of the most cultured peeple in the 
country. 

“The Dukesborough Tales,’’ under the 
pseudonym of Philemon Perch, appeared in 
1873-1883; “‘Old Mark Langston,” a. novel, 
in 1884; ‘“‘Two Gray Tourists,’’ a novel, in 

“Mr. Absalom Billings and Other 
Georgia Folk,’’ in 1888. Among his other 
well-known works are “The Primes and 
Their Neighbors,” and ‘“‘Widow Guthrie,” a 
novel, 

The work which settled his reputation 
beyond cavil and landed him in the front 
ranks of the authors of this country is his 
“‘English Classics.”’ This is a historical and 
critical book on English literature, and is 
now used as a textbook in many of the 
most important universities and colleges in 
the United States. He wrote it while con- 
nected with the State Bees eel and after 
reaching Baltimore gave William Hand 
Brown a half interest in the work for 
bringing it down to the time of Tenny- 
son. 

Not only as an author, ‘but also as a 
musician, will the fame of Richard Malcolm 
Johnston be secure. He was an expert on 
the flute and when, accompanied on the 
piano by his beautiful wife, he consented 
to perform for his friends, a rare treat 
was invariably the result. 

Mr. Brown and Mr. Johnston, who be- 
came intimate friends shortly after the 
latter’s removal to Baltimore, together 
wrote the biography of Alexander Ste- 
phens, which wag published in 1878.

THE POPULIST TICKET 
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A few days ago there were received in 
Savannah severai of the official bailots 
of the peopie’s party candkiates for state 
officers. No sooner had they been scat- 
tered about the streets than they began 
to attract attention, and »efore the day 
was over they were the talk of the city. 
The reason these tickets caused so much 
speculation was that they contained not 
only the names of pcopulists, but of Te- 
publicans as well.

The most surprised man inthe city when 
he read the ticket was Mr. Leaken him- 
self. He immediately began to make ar- 
rangements to go to Atlanta to try and 
find who had put him on the ticket headed 
by J.,R. Hogan as a candidate for gov- 
ernor.' He said to a representative of The 
Savannah Press last night tuat he had no 
idea how his name got on the ballot and 
he was going to find out something about 
it. He. did not like the idea of being put 
in the position of running for an office 
which he did not seek. He was astonished 
that such a privilege should have been ex- 
ercised by sOme one to put him On a ticket 
without consulting him. He lieft last night 
for Macon and Atlanta to try to find out 
who had been forcing him to the front in 
such an undesirable manner. 

A friend of Mr. Leaken said this morn- 
ing that he knew he would not consent to 
run as a candidate for associate justice. 
He has too much at stake at home to go 
into state politics, especially on a losing 
campaign, such as the populists are con- 
ducting this year.

THE REGISTRATION LIST FOR THE 
city primary closed last night at 8 o'clock. 

The registration list for the state and 
courty election closed on September léth. 

On Friday, September 20th, the registra- 
tion list for the water bond election will 
be at an end. 

There are in Fulton county 10,500 
perscns eligible to vote for. state 
and county officers. There is no 
way to vote now in the state and county 
election unless you are registered. For- 
merly a certificate of taxes paid was suf- 
ficient evidence of a voter’s eligibility and 
he was permitted to use this certificate in 
lieu of registration. whis is prohibited 
now, however. 

It is estimated that the number of per- 
Sons registerod for the city primary will 
approximate 7,500. This number is intended 
to include only the white voters. 

An estimate on the registration for the 
water bond election puts on the list 8,500 
men who are eligibie to vote. The require- 
ments for registration are that the citizen 
Shall have lived in the state twelve months, 
in the county six months, and that he shall 
have paid all his taxes, including those for 
1897. To register for city elections, of 
course, requires residence in the city, but 
no stated time is named.

There was no rush at the tax collector’s 
office yesterday until late in the evening.

It is not likely, however, that more than 
200 persons registered yesterday, and this 
number is included in the estimate that 
puts the total registration for the primary 
at between 7,500 and 8,000.

Montgomery, Ala., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A movement is on foot to celebrate 
the inaugura] of Governor Johnston on De- 
cember list, with very attractive military 
ceremonies, to be concluded with a grand 
military hop.

THE CITY COUNCIL WILL MEET IN 
special session today at 12 o’clock for the 
purpose of considering an ordinance rela- 


tive to the polling plages for the water 
bond election on October 5th. In addition 


to this special purpose, for which the mem- 
bers of council have been called together, 
there are several other matters which 
may be taken up and discussed before the 


session adjourns. 

The call for the special session was is- 
sued yesterday morning by Mayor Collier, 
and during the day Assistant City Attorney 
Pendleton began the work of drawing uP 
the ordinance that is to g0 before council 


this afternoon. 

The polling places for the voters who de- 
sire to pass their sanction or disap- 
proval of the water bond election have 
been practically selected, subject to rati- 
fication. The places as announced yes- 
terday morning are as folfows: 

tret Ward—Not yet selected. 

Second Ward—Chamber of commerce. 

Thira Ward—Hunter and Fraser streets. 

Fourth Ward—30l Auburn avenue. 

Fifth Ward—227 Marietta street. 

Sixth Ward—113 North Pryor street. 

Seventh Ward—215 Lee street. 

Owing to the regulations and restrictions 
which have been thrown about the new 
method of voting in primaries, the votes 
for bonds could not be cast in along with 
the votes for city offices on October 5th, 
but the polling places for the former will 
be in nearly every ward just next door 
and will be as convenient as the regular 
city polling places. There will be sepa- 
rate managers and clerks and separate 
tickets, so there will be no confusion a* 
all. A 

The city executive committee yesterday 
announced the following rules, which will 
be in force at the city primary: 

1. No form of ballot except the “officia! 
ballot’? shall be admitted into the ballot 
box and counted, and no name of any per- 
son either written; stamped or posted on 
the “official ballot’’ will be counted by 
he managers. 

"2. Sache perma entitled to vote will be 
furnished with one “official ballot” by the 
manager at the door which will contain 
the names of all candidates entitled to be 
oted for. 

' It shall be the duty of the voter when 
regeiving his ‘‘official ballot’’ to go 
promptly and alone into one of the booths 
where he will, without interference or sug- 
gestion of any one, prepare his ballot by 
erasing with pencil mark all names on 
said ballot except those for whom he de- 
sires to vote. 

4. When a voter has prepared his ticket 
he shall proceed to the ballot box and de- 
posit it and pass out of the room. 

5. Should a voter spoil his ballot he can 
procure another from the manager at the 
door by surrendering the spoiled ticket. 
This he may repeat until he has used 
three ballots, after which he shall not be 
entitle to another. 


FOUR YEARS’ 


Present Low Price Appears To Threat- 
en a Still Lower Range. 

New York, September 23.—The Tribune to- 
day publishes a review of the history of 
cottor. for the past four years, and says: 

“A price for cotton nearly a cent lower 
than ever before during September appears 
to threaten a lower range than has yet 
been reached. at least until] prospects for 
the next year are so defined that a sharp 
reduction in yield can be expected. It 
was recently shown that if there was ac- 
tual consumption of over 10,900,900 bales of 
American cotton for the first time during 
the last year it thas only been by so ex- 
ceeding the demand for goods that import- 
ant works in this country have already 
stconed in considerable number. 

“The market for goods, all countries con- 
sidered, has not yet warranted such a 
consumption in the manufacture, although 
it has expanded with really remarkable 
speed. The consuming population of the 
world ifcreases slowly, if it.all, and yet 
it is not twenty years since as much as 
6,000,000 bales of all kinds of cotton had 
ever been consumed in manufacture in any 
year. An increase from 5,800,000 to 10,500,000 
bales in twenty years—over 8% per cent— 
vastly outruns any possible increase in the 
consuming population; and, since ten years 
ago when 8,134,000 bales of all kinds of cot- 
ton were consumed, then the greatest quan- 
tity ever known, the consumption hag ad. 
vanced. 2,749,000 bales, or per cent. 
Even this country, the most rapidly grow- 
ing in population of all large nations, ras 
not known as great an increase in popu- 
lation, nor is there evidence that the con- 
dition of the consuming population of the 
world as a whole has so improved as to 
encourage materially larger purchases of 
clothing. 

“Yet it is true that the actual] distribu- 
tion of goods by sales to cOnsumers has 
increased, if not as rapidly as production, 
much more rapidly than the consuming 
population. The surplus of goods carried 
by manufacturers and dealers has evident- 
ly increased, but the consumption has in- 
creased also, and no one can with safety 
predict that it may not increase yet more. 
No doubt the cheapness of goods. helped 
both by the reduction in cost of manufac- 
ture and by the low price of cotton, in part 
due to cheap transportation, has made a 
differerce in the quantity consumed, and 
with another year of cheap material and 
ccnustant improvement in machinery and 
methods of work further increase in con- 
sumption is not improbable. The main 
difficulty at this time is that the accumu- 
lated stocks of goods on hand and also the 
stock of cotton yet unmanufactured are 
unusually large, with a crop which threat- 
ne to exceed the. world’s consuming ca- 
jaerewed, not merely of American, but of all 
cotton.”

NEW ALTAR A DONATION 


The Wide Marble Steps Lead to the 
Altar from the Floor. 


ITALIAN MARBLE AND MEXICAN ONYX 
Beautiful Dedicatory Service Will Be 


Very Interesting—Father Gib- 
bons Soon Leaves. 


New altar in the Ghurch of the 
Sacred Heart will be dedicated this 
afternoon with imposing ceremo- 


SRE REE) 
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of the Sacred Heart will be dedicated next 
Sunday morning at 9:30 o'clock by Bishop 
Thomas A. Becker. With the exception of 
the dedication, the services will be the 
same as usual. 

In view of the fact that the church choir 
has not yet been organized for the winter, 
it was deemed advisable not to have high 
mass. Bishop Becker will read mass and 
will deliver the sermon. 

The new altar was presented by several 
gentlemen of the congregation, and was 
viewed last Sunday for the first time. It 


| had at that time been only partially erect- 


ed, but a sufficient number of pieces were 
in place to give the members of the con- 
gregation an idea of its beauty. The work 
of putting it together has progressed rapid- 


) ly during the week, and by next Sunday the 


altar will be complete, 

It is a perfect gem, and although not 
massive in appearance, it is entirely sulted 
to the church. The outline is graceful and 
the work is magnificent. Three wide mar- 
ble steps lead to the altar from the floor 
of the sanctuary, and large slabs of mar- 
ble support the body. 

Shafts of onyx about three feet long and 
four inches in thickness lead from the 
marble floor to the table portion of the 
altar, and the contrast between vhese 
shafts and the white [Italian marble is 
very pleasing. The tabernacie has a high- 
ly polished brass door, while a succession 
of narrow steps iead from the foot of the 
tabernacle to the top of the aitar. On 
these will be placed brass candlesticks and 
candelabra. 

On the top of the altar is a brass dome, 
which curves gracefully to a brass cross 
surmounting the entire altar. Under the 
dome is a crucifix. The altar is construct- 
ed of Italian marble, Mexican onyx and 
brass. It was made in Paris and was or- 
dered specially for the Church of the 
Sacred Heart by ‘the provincial, who re- 
ceived the order in Boston and forwdrded 
it to the makers. 

Mass has never been read from the altar, 
and Bishop Becker will come from Savan- 
nah especially for the dedication service, 
afterwards using the akar for the first 
time. It is probable that there will be a 
large congregation present to hear the 
services. 

The gentlemen of the congregation who 
presented the altar to the church are anx- 
ious that their namea;be not mentioned, 
and they have cautioned all who know of 
their donation to say nothing about it.

For an Hour Bells Peal Forth in Sol- 
emn Tones.

Order Issued by Commander-in-Chief 
Smyth, of Sons of Veterans, Re- 
garding Miss Davis’s Death. 


The bells of Atlanta toll as the 
funeral services are conducted over 
the remains of Miss Davis. 


IN HONOR OF THE MEMORY OF MISS 
Winnie Davis, the “Daughter of the Con- 
federacy,” and respectful for her funeral 
yesterday afternoon, the bells of Atlanta 
solemnly tolled for an hour, from 2:30 
o'clock to 3:30 o’clock, the time that the 
funeral services were being held over the 
remeins of Miss Davis in Richmond, 

The fire bell rang out clear and distinct 
abeve the large number of church bells 
that resounded through the city. Every 
church bell in the city honored the memory 
of the dead and it brought to the minds 
of many Atlantians the last act in the 
life of Miss Davis. 

During the ringing of the bells no other 
topic was discussed but the death of Miss 
Davis and her life. The veterans of the 
city reverently spoke of her. She was the 
personal and close friend of many of them 
and her death was a very sad one to them. 

The flags of the city were at half-mast 
and this token of respect was noticed with 
pleasure by many citizens. 

The committee appointed by Atlanta 
camp No. 159, United Confederate Veterans, 
at its last meeting, left several days ago 
to attend the funeral of Miss Davis, They 
carried with them as a token of the high 
regard and love they bore toward Miss 
Davis a beautiful floral design. ¢ The At- 
lanta chapter of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy also sent a floral tribute. 

Commander-in-Chief Smyth, of the Unit- 
ed Sons of Confederate Veterans, has is- 
sued an order relative to the death of 
Miss Davis. A copy of it was Feceived 
yesterday by Inspector General Quinby. It 
is as follows: 

“Headquarters United Sons of Confeder- 
ate Veterans, Charleston, 8. C., September 
19, 1898, General Order No. 11—The announce- 
ment of the death of Miss Winnie Davis, 
the daughter of the confederacy, will bring 
sorrow and sadness to the hearts of every 
son of those noble warriors in gray who 
served under ther father in the war for 
state rights. 

‘While they reverenced her as the daugh- 
ter of Jefferson Davis, they had’ learned 
to esteem and love her for her charming 
personality and her devotion to the cause 
of the survivors of the cenfedetacy. Her 
presence at so many of their reunions and 
her gracious. courtesies and attentions to 
those gray-haired véterans had endeared 
her to all ~~ | . 

“Tt is, therefore, not Only the duty of 
the United Sons of Confederate Veterans, 
but their sad privilege.to give expression 
to the sincere grief that is felt by the en- 
tire south at the untimely death of this 
gifted lady. 

“The United Sons of Confedérate Veter- 
ans hereby extends to her mother and sis- 
ter their deep and heartfelt sympathy. 

“Comrades E. Leslie Spence, Jr., and Ed- 
win P. Cox, of Richmond, are appointed 
the official representatives of the united 
confederation to take part in the last sad 
rites at her funeral ceremonies, and thus 
testify, by their presence, our desire to 
honor her memory.

AN ATTEMPT WAS MADB LAST 
night by a burglar to steal the portrait of 
the Rev. George Funsten, deceased, who 
was once rector of St. Philip’s Bpiscopal 
cathedral, This strange theft was attempted 
in the smal) chapel adjoining the cathe- 
dral which is used as a Sunday echool 
room and Jecture rowm, 

The police made an invesfigation, and 
While there was every evidence that the 
theft was attempted, and that it failed on- 
ly on account of an unexpected noise 
which aroused the firemen at company No. 
2, yet the mystery surrounding the affair 
was deepened when the question arose: 
“Who would Want the picture so greatly 
as to commit a burglary in a church to 
obtain it?” 

Last night about 8:30 o’clock the fire- 
men at engine house No. 2, on Washing- 
ton street, heard a loud crash in the chap- 
ed belonged to St. Philip’s cathedral, and 
immediately after heard the raising of a 
window and a man running away. A tele- 
phone message was sent to the police bar- 
racks and Cal) Officer Covington made an 
investigation. He found that the side door 
of the chapel had been forced cpen, and 
that a window leading into the vard was 
raised. 

On the floor was the large crayon portrait 
of the late Rev. George Funsten, with the 
frame resting against a shattered pane of 
glass, and the hanging cord cut. 

A burglar had broken open the door of 
the edifice and had climbed upon a bench 
with a chair and cut the picture cord for 
the purpose of lowering the portrait. In 
the dark the bungled the work and the 
heavy portrait slipped and fell, a corner 
of the portrait striking the window. 

The crash of the broken glass warned 
the thief that the would be quickly dis- 
covered by the firemen or people passing in 
the etreet, and he opened a rear window 
and ran off. The window. was used as 3a 
place of egress because it would have been 
certain capture if he had fled into the 
street. 

That much of the story was plain enough, 
but those who knew of the affair inquired 
for the motive for. the robbery. Who was 
it that wanted the picture? An ordinary 
thief would hardly have taken the trouble 
to steal a portrait for which he could 
scarcely have obtained the price of the 
frame. It was for some reason other than 
a mercenary desire that prompted the at- 
tempted robbery, that was admitted by all. 

“irs. Nellie Peters Black, who is closely 
associated with the history of the cathe- 
dral, stated last night, when she was told 
of the ect of the burglar, that she knew 
of no person who would do such a deed to 
get possession of Mr. Funsten’s portrait. 

“after Mr. Funsten’s death,” sfie sald, 
‘a man came to my house one day to ask 
if my family wanted any photographs en- 
larged. He had the portrait of Mr. Fun- 
sten as a sample of his work. I felt 
grieved that the picture of our dead and 
lamented rector should be hawked about 
the city in any such way, and I cffered to 
buy the portrait. The man tirst asked 
$35 for the portrait, but finally accepted $5 
for it. I bought it and had it hung in our 
dhapel, where it has been ever since. I 
cannot imagine who should have dared to 
break into the church and attempt to take 
the picture.”’ 

The .affair is shrouded in a mystery 
which will probably never be solved.

“Raw cotton, on the other hand, reflects 
probabilities of continued plentiful supplies, 
and rather slow demand in quotations, 
lower than the lowest point reached in the 
year of depression—18S%—when a large yield 
Was coincident with poor trade, industrial 
troubles and tight money. From the west 
and northwest adviceg continue largely in 
the normal strain. Some relaxation in ac- 
tivity is perceptible in some lines at large 
markets, but the volume of trade as a 
whole is evidently equal to any previous 
record, 

“At the south low-priced cotton and yel- 
low fever quarantines affect trade adverse- 
ly, improvement in one section being coun- 
ter-balanced by less favorable advices from 
others. Favorable conditions on the Pacific 
coast are most numerously reported in the 
states of Oregon and Washington. Con- 
servative management earlier in the year, 
however, has resulted in fairly good con- 
ditions in California, where crops were less 
favorable than further north, and failures 
are down to a minimum. 

At the east the least favorable reports 
continue to come from the textile indus- 
tries.

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~ FIRST DAY IN CAMP AT PIEDMONT PARK 
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THE CAMP OF THE SECOND GEOR- 
gia regiment at Piedmont park was put 
into shape yesterday and the soldiers are 
now enjoying life in the best camp they 
have occupied since the regiment was 
mustered into the volunteer service of the 
United States. 

The officers and men without a single ex- 
ception are pleased with the camp, to say 
that they are pleased does not express it— 
they are highly delighted and they are 
enjoying the comforts of homes as com- 
pared to what they have gone through 
with at other camps. 


Early yesterday morning wagon loads of 


camp equipment began to arrive at the 
grounds and the unloading of these causéd 
the Second regiment to keep busy all day. 
So busy were’ the soldiers that the dress 
parade which wags to have been held in the 
afternoon was done away with and the 
regiment wil] not be seen on dress parade 
until this afternoon. 

Hundreds of visitorg, relatives and friends 
of the officers and men, were at the park 
yesterday and watched the soldiers at work 
and found time to say a few words to the 
boys. The soldiers worked with a will and 
by nightfall the greater portion of the 
freight had been unloaded and was in 
place. There is considerable work to be 
done yet and the boys will not be idle to- 
day. When the regiment has become sét- 
tled and the buildings and grounds have 
been thoroughly cleaned, the camp will 
present a beautiful appearance and it will 


be as nice a place as any body of soldiers 
could desire. 

Each battalion of the regiment is in a 
different bullding. Major Kendrick’s bat- 
talion, which is composed largely of Atlan- 
ta boys, is in the firemen’s building; Colo- 
ne] Garrard’s battalion is in the Georgia 
building, while Major Almand’s battalion 
occupies the government building. 

The soldiers sleep on the floor, although 
many of them use cots. It is probable that 
all of them will bo on cots in the course of 
the next few days. 

So far as comfort is concerned, company 
D, of which Captain Nash is in command, 
probably fares better than any other com- 
pany in the regiment. The Atlanta Rifles 
presented this company with mattresses 
and the men will slecp on these. The mat- 
tresses make an excellent bed and one of 
the members of company D remarked yes- 
terday that he thought the boys would 
have to roll off and sleep on the floor a 
portion of the night in order to accustom 
themselves to the luxury of a mattress. 

All Like the Camp. 

It is only necessary to go among the 
members of the regiment and talk with 
them in order to get an idea of how they 
like their new camp. Whenever the matter 
is mentioned to one of the men they go into 
ecstacies oyer it and in glowing terms tell 
of the comforts which are now theirs. 

To a civilian who has never experienced 
camp life it is probably difficult to under- 
stand how the soldiers can be pleased with 
a camp in which they are forced to sleep 
on a hard floor, with nothing under them 
but a blanket. But the members of the 
Second Georgia have undergone many hard- 
ships. For almost six months the men 


have been sleeping on the ground, and 
until they reached Huntsville their camps 
were uncomfortable and in many instances 
unpleasant. 

In Florida the camps were extremely un- 
comfortable and in one of them the place 
Was so wet that one of the men says the 
only way they could keep dry was to tie 
themselves to the tent pole and hang up 
for the night. Hardships were under- 
gone in other camps in Florida, but the 
men were anticipating active service at 
the front and bore these inconveniences 
uncomplainingly and in a most heroic man- 
ner. 

At Huntsville the conditions were some- 
what better, although the regiment was 
marehed into a recently cleared cornfie:d, 
where they spread their tents and prepared 
to take life as easy as they could until 
orders were received from the war depart- 
ment to move. 

The officers and men have many nice 
things to say about the people of !‘iunts- 
ville and the manner in which they treated 
the regiment. The Second Georgia was one 
of the favorite regiments at Huntsville 
and its parade ground was always crowded 
on the occasion of dress parade. The cit- 
izens of Huntsville did everything possible 
to make the stay of the Second a pleasant 
one. 

“This Is Heaven.’’ 

A first sergeant of one of the most popu- 
lar companies in the regiment was asked 
how he liked the new camp and if it com- 
pared favorably with their other camps. 

‘This is heaven compared to some of our 
other camps,” said the soldier, his face 
glowing with pleasure. ‘‘We are almost as 
comfortable as if we were at home and 


the camp is about the prettiest we have 
occupied. The Florida camps were awful; 
the Huntsville camp was good and we wiil 
never forget the people of Huntsville. 
They certainly treated us magnificently in 
Alabama.” 

This gives some idea of what the sol- 
diers think of their new camp and as 
to how it compares with the other camps. 
The plaza at the park has been cleared of 
high grass and is in fine condition for a 
parade ground. This will be used by the 
regiment for guard mounts and for drills 
and regimental drill. 

The regiment will give its first dress pa- 
rade this afternoon at 5 o’clock if the con- 
dition of the ground will permit. The men 
are in good trim and will make a fine 
appearance this afternoon. The Second 
Georgia is one of the best drilled -egiments 
in the volunteer service and hundreds of 
Atlantians will be out this afternoon to 
see the dress parade. 

Colonel Brown has established his head- 
quarters in the administration building 
and has excellent quarters in this place. 
He is well pleased with the camp, as are 
all the other officers. The guardhouse 
and hospital have both been established 


in the building occupied by the police at 


one end of the old auditorium. 

The grand ovation which was given the 
regiment on its arrival in Atlanta Thurs- 
day was all the talk among the men yes- 
terday, and they could .not say too much 
in praise of the ladies. 

“I am beginning to get somewhat tired 
of camp life,” said one tali, good-natured 
fellow yesterday, “but I would soldier the 
rest of my days if I thought the regimint 
would be brought back to Atlanta. It 
certainly was fine, and you don’t know 


how much it is appreciated. The iadies 
certainly did themselves proud, and beth 
the lunches were good enough for kings.”’ 

Every officer in the regiment is delighted 
with the reception, and says that too much 
cannot be said in praise of the ladies. The 
reception and lunches were somewhat of a 
surprise, but were enjoyed none the less 
on this account. 

Every visitor who goes to the camp is 
treated in a most courteous manner, and is 
shown every consideration pessible. They 
are shown ower the buildings, and are told 
of what is being done to make the soldiers 
comfortable. 

The cohsideration of the officers of the 
regiment for the privates is one of the 


prettiest features of the Second Georgia 


regiment. The officers treat the men in a 
friendly and kindly manner, although strict 


discipline is preserved. 

An officer of the regular army might 
have been surprised to have seen a private 
walk up to » first lieutenant during the 
arrival of the troops and ask for a iight. 
The consideration with which the officers 
treat the men has caused the officers to 
become very popular, and the men to be 
highly esteemed by the officers. Loud 
praises for all ‘the officers can be heard 
among the men, although there are 
favorites. 

The favorite of all is Colonel Oscar J. 
Brown, and there is not a man in the 
regiment who does not think Colonél Brown 
is the finest colonel that ever wore a 
uniform, and Colonel Brown accepts their 
love and admiration in his own pleasant 
and modest way. . 

Mayor Collier visited the camp yesterday 
afternoon and looked over the place. He 
talked with the officers and was shown 
through the various buildings by them. He 
was told that the regiment is more than 


pleased with its camp.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


J. Stovall Arraigned for the Killing of 
William R. West. 

Cordele, Ga., September 23.—(Special.)— 
The trial of J. Stovall for the murder of 
William R, West began today. After 
twenty-four hours had been consumed in 
hearing a motion for a continuance, and 
securing a jury, the motion for continu- 
ance was made upon the grounds of the ill- 
ness of tue defendant, and the absence of 
witnesses. Half a day was consumed in 
arguing the motion before Judge Little- 
john overruled it and ordered that the 
tria) proceed. The jury was procured only 
after eighty-four talesmen had been sum- 
moned. 

This case has attrdcted more attention 
than any case in this county for many 
years. Both Stovall and West were raised 
in this county, and the families of the two 
men are prominent. The father of Mr. 
Stovall has been a practicing physician in 
this county for over fifty years. Mr. Sto- 
vall was at the time of the killing book- 
keeper for the bank of Vienna, while the 
man who killed him was a young and 
prosperous farmer, A few weeks before 
the killing a brother of Mr. West had 
married the dau;hter of Mr. Stovall 
against the wishes .of her parents. Mr. 
Stovall seemed greatly incensed over the 
matter, and his resentment extended to 
alj parties whom he suspected of having 
aided the marriage. On the afternoon of 
Saturday, April 15th of this year, Mr. 
West was standing in the store of Smith 
& Baker, at Vienna, reading a paper, when 
Stovall came in and went to the rear of 
the store to get a drink of water. He had 
been drinking quite heavily, and was ap- 
parently intoxicated at this ‘time. As he 
came toward the front of the store he 
stopped and sald to Mr. West: ‘Bill, 
where is that popper you have been carry- 
ing for me?” 

West replied: “I haven't been car- 
rying a pistol for you, and nobody has 
geen me with a pistol for you.’’

“You are a damned coward.” 

The shot took effect in West's abdomen, 
and eight days later the died. Mr. Sto- 
vall was arrested by the sheriff, and has 
Since been confined in jail. Stovall is one 
of the quietest men in the county when he 
is sober, but becomes violent when drunk. 
Many years ago he killed his brother while 
he was spreeing, but at ‘his trial he was 
cleared upon the plea of insanity. Both 
families have many mutual friends. and 
the affair is greatly regretted. Mr. Sto- 
vall’s son-in-law, the brother of the de- 
ceased, is the prosecutor in the case.
